Author ſaith he lived in thetimes 
of Eliachim, Malachi, Pereno, 
and Socrates, He being exceed- 
ing Skilful in Phyſick, and the 
whole courſe of learning, afcer his 
parents died forſook his native 
Country (as one Arareas fallly 
imputes to him in a book which 
he hath writtenof the Origine of 
Phyſick) for having fired the ('»r- 
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dians Library. Others lay he lefe 
his Country through a deſire be 
had to ſee the effects and lucceſs 
of Phyſick in ſeveral effects, Cli- 
mates, and places. But Sor anzc 
ſaith the Lord appeared to him in 
a dream,and wiſhed him go to live 


inTheſalis Howſoever he was 
famous all Greece over, and ad- 
mired for his skill in Phylick fo 


he ; and by ſome ſignes and to- + 


kens, found that the Kings 
diſeaſe was a trouble of the mind, 
for after the death of his Father 
Attxandger,he fell in love with one 
of his Concubines called Phila: 
Which Happocrates diſcovered by 
bis pulſe , 1n which he felc an ale- 
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ration at her coming into. the 
room, -artd acquamting Phila 


therewnth, cnred the King, He 


wat alſo called to eAbders to re- 
cover Democrirns from Ins mad- 
neſs, andexpel the Plague out of 
the whole City. And the Plague 
being at a time gotten in amonpſt 
the Pahnomians and Illyrians, they 
fent Ambaſſadors for him , who 
having -enqutred of chem what 
winds ordinarily blew there 'ſent 
them away unfacisfied : and when 
by prudent Arguments he fore- 
 faw the Plague would preyail up- 
on the Artticans 'dominions, he 
foretold ir, and rook great care 
both of thoſe Cities and of his 
Diſciples. And he ſo cruely lo- 
vedGreece,thar the renown of his 
tearning ſpreading it ſelf as far as 
Perſia, and eArtaxerxes ſending 
for him by means of Hyſtawides 
Governor of Helle/pont , upon 
; DE proffer- 
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proffer of exceeding great re- 
wards, preferring honeſty, before 
lucre of ntony , he abſolutely de- 
ryed him z as by bis letter wric- 
ten to him it plainly appears. He 
freed his own Country, when the 
Athenians intended to war againſt 
it, and had called the Theſſ alia 
to aid them , whereupon he tad 
great honors decreed him by the 
Coans. Yea and by the Theſla- 
lians, Argives,and Athenians,who 


_ entered him into the Eleulinian 


Sacrifices or myſteries , next to: 
Hercules , and admitted him into 
the.r franchize, and allowed both 
him and all his poſterity mainte- 
raace of Corn out of their com- 
mon Granaries. He caught all 
as were {tudious of this Art, free- 
ly and without envy. 

He died amongf the Lariſſeans 
about that time as Democritas al- 
ſo died, ſome ſay at ninecy, ſome +

* ateighty five, ſome at one bun- 
dred and four, ſome at a hundred 
and nine yeers of age. And was 
buried between Gyreone and La 
riſa , where his Monument is to 
_ this day to be ſeen, in which for a 
long time there wasa ſwarm of 
Bees, with whoſe hony the nurſes 
coming to the Mogument, would 
anoint the Ulcers of infants 
mouths, and cure them. In many 
of his pi&ures and Images he is 
painted with his head covered 
(ſome ſay) with a bat, it being a 
fign of Nobility(for fo wasUV!:ſſes 
-painted) Some ſay his head was 
covered with his Cloak , which 
Hme affirm was for comelineſs 
becauſe he was bald, and ſome by 
reaſon of the weakneſs of his 
head. But ſome will have it done 
fs by him ſignificatively ro ſhew 
that it i fitting to havethe chief 
fear of the foul well guarded and 
covered, 
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covered. Ochers ſay it is the dreſs 
of one who lo ves travel : ſome a- 
gain ſay it was to demonſtrate the 
obſcurity Jof his writings. And 
finally ſome that it was to teſtifie, 
that weought in our health time 
beware of fach changs as may be 
bureful co us. Though ſome affirm 
it was becauſe his cloak ſhould 
net hinder him,hanging about his 
hands when he was abouc to give 
Phyſick, and that therefore he 
wrapped it up and caſt ic behind 
his head. 

There is great controverſie a- 
bout his writings , ſo that thee 
being ſeveral opimions, itis not 
caſte to aſſert any thing certainly 
concerning them, for many cauſes 
which may obcure a mans judge- 
ment. As firſt his ſirname - Se-
